- A TIMELY STATEMENT ON THE RELA- 


TION OF EMPLOYEE AND EMPLOYEE

* *A Probably the most vital question before the 


people of this country affecting our industrial 
and economic life, even civilisation itsclt, is the 
question of the relation between employer and 
employee. We have written on this matter be- 
fore but we feel again some fundamental thought 
should be emphasized. 


May we first address a word to the union 


labor man. 
. . . 
You recognize the necessity for joining your 


forces together for self-protection. 
You have 


such a right. It is natural that men who have 
common difficulties should join together for sell 
protection and for self improvement. It is also 
necessary, fqr the world today, for men to join 
forces for the placing of a common product on 
the market and to protect themselves from be- 
ing absolutely obliterated by others whose inter- 
ests are not in absolute harmony. 


If we wanted to employ a janitor tomorrow 


and there were ten men presented themselves 
for the position, and these ten men were unor- 
ganized, we would naturally realize that we 
could get one of them cheaper than we could get 
any one of them providing that they had agreed 
that none of them would work for less than a 
certain amount. Our selfishness and personal 
interest in getting a man to work for the least 
money possible would induce us to offer such an 
amount that it would be only a great necessity 
which would drive him to an acceptance. 


'By exercising our selfishness in that man- 


ner, we have done an injustice to him, and not 
only to him, but to the other nine as well, and 
they, by uniting together and agreeing upon a 
fair amount for the service, have really protect- 
ed us from being unjust, have worked in the in- 
terest of righteousness and fair dealing, and pro- 
tected themselves. 


The union of forces is necessaiy today in our 


industrial and economic life. If we were able to 
raise ten or fifteen thousand dollars tomorrow, 
and determined to build automobiles, we would 
find that we could do nothing with this amount 
of money alone. If we could even get started we 
would soon be crushed by combinations and su- 
perior forces and power. But if we joined this 
fifteen thousand dollars to that of another man 
who had a like amount, and to.* others, and in 
other words formed a union, we might succeed 
in getting our machine on a manufacturing 
basis. 


In other words, it is necessary for you to 


unite for self protection, and we do not believe 
that any just or fair American would deny you 
this right. 


"We also recognize that you have great power 


when you you^do unite, particularly if all wage- 
earners should unite with vou. lu some branches 
•j 


of trade you have.great power now because all 
those who are connected with that particular 
trade are members of the union. We want to 
suggest that right here lies one of the weak- 
nesses, if not the greatest weakness, of the union 
itself. 


When you have the power, due to the fact 


that all the members of your trade are members 
of your union, you are not only apt, but we be- 
lieve the history of the demands of unions will 
show that you actually do, oftimes make de- 
mands, lay down conditions, and agree upon re- 
strictions, which are unjust to your employer, or 
if not unjust to him, owing to the fact that he 
may shift the burden and the expense of it upon 
the consumer, it is unjust to all others who buy 
the product which you make. The reason that 
this is done is because you take advantage of 
the power which you have, and to some extent, 
you are smarting over what you feel has been 
the injustice of the past, when you did not have 
the power, you determined that you will "show 
them." 


The consequence is that the public is 


aroused against the union. It feels that you are 
unfair, and their prejudice is appealed to by 
those who have other selfish reasons for destroy- 
ing your power. 


Supposing, instead of acting in this manner, 


•. ^endeavoring to go the limit, when y6u have been 


" 


entrusted with power, you show by your actions 
and by the rules that you adopt, that you take 
into consideration the employer and his difficul- 
ties, the public and its rights? Do you not be- 
lieve in the long run you would be gaining great- 
er things for yourself, doing a greater good for 
the community and for the cause of your union 
than by the present method! 


We know that many of the rules and regula- 


tions which are laid down by the union have then' 
justification in your experiences, and the reasons 
for these rules are unknown to the public and un- 
known to the employer, and for you to adhere to 
them and simply declare that that is the rule 
and that he shall obey or you will call out the 
men, is to him manifest injustice and unfairness. 


You take little or no pains to inform the 


public of the reasons of these regulations. Your 
employer does not know about them. He is a 
reasonable man, in all probability, and he thinks 
that this is simply an arbitraiy thing that you 
have done, and doesn't know the history of its 
development. Is it too much to ask that you 
shall, until you are able to explain things, go 
slow in your demands, and recognize that you 
can only go forward in any privileges or even 
rights as fast as the public sentiment in a de- 
mocracy will support you in doing. If you are 
right in the position you take through publicity mutual g°od will and to 
and the educational processes which you might(est Posslble degree, to re 


, Certain it is that nothing IB going to be per- 


manently gained with the attempt of either side 
to fight and to crush the other. No one, we be- 
lieve, wlio has studied rightly the industrial 
problems of today, believes that unionism is a 
solution of the labor problem. Neither can they 
believe that an employers' association is a solu- 
tion of the" employer's problem. 
v 


When one force is organized largely for the 


purpose of getting all it can, of taking every- 
thing that is loose and of prying up every thing 
that is nailed down, to get it loose, and the other 
is just as well organized to the end of keeping all 
it has, and preventing any one else from getting 
anything more than must be released to them, 
and when the two forces are therefore after the 
same identical thing, and reaching for it, and 
possibly each having their hand on it, there is 
bound to be friction, trouble and disaster. This 
will never result in a solution. 


Using the force of the one against the force 


of the other, and having a fight about it is never 
going to solve any of the problems. 


The object of all is service to society, and 


the real solution of the industrial and the manu- 
facturing problem is for the management and 
the helpers, recognizing the purpose for which 
they are both working, to come together with

you are right who would grant the justice of it, 
when they have a complete understanding of the 
facts. 


Now, a word to the employer. 
Your rights as owners of property and own- 


ers of the means of production are mo"re particu- 
larly grounded in our traditions and our legal 
institutions than are certain rights of the em- 
ployee. Many of the rights of the employee 10- 
day, which we all recognize as unquestioned, 
were very seriously questioned one hundred 
years ago,and is it not possible and probable that 
many of the demands that are made by him to- 
day and which we refuse to recognize" as those 
which are within his,province will be clearly 
shown on greater light and with a higher sense 
of justice to be true justice ? 


If some of the things which you do in your 


organizations were to be judged not by your- 
selves, but by the employee, they would unques- 
tionably speak of them as unfair and unjust. 
Some of them may be so, others of them only 
appear to be so, because he does not look upon 
these things from your angle. 


Organized employees make mistakes. They 


are humanly led, which is sufficient evidence that 
they will make mistakes. 


Organized employers make mistakes, and 


probably the basic reason for both is selfishness 
and in some cases it is downright dishonesty. 


The mistakes of organized wage earners or 


those things which appear like mistakes to us, 
cause us finally in our impatience and anger to 
determine to array ourselves against the organ- 
ized wage earners as such. 


We may not declare so in the open, but in 


our general attitude we take this position and 
tend constantly toward the point of their final 
elimination. But, as a matter of fact, is not the 
spirit of men which prompts them to unite for 
self protection inborn? 


Is not the history of contests be- 


tween employees and employer that 
wherever it has resulted in the appar- 
ent destruction of the organization of 
the men, that the union of the employ- 
ees has reappeared in a new form and 
even in a more powerful manner than it 
existed before the fight took place? 
Is this not true of the Husbands of Industry 


the Knights of Labor, and other forms of organ- 
ization, until the new development is a larger 
and stronger organized force than we have ever 
had before? 


It is entirely possible, we believe, that the 


public prejudice against union forces, owing to 
their mistakes, may temporarily break down 
their present organization. But if it was broken 
down on Wednesday, would not this spirit 
which is m men to get together to get protection! 
bring them together on Thursday morning, and 
profiting by the mistakes of the past, would they 
not torm a more powerful union than ever be- 
fore? 


Why should we therefore not take the posi- 


tion that as long as we unite our capital for mu- 
tual benefit, and employ one man to direct pos- 
sibly the power of the accumulated wealth of a 
million or twenty millions of money, that the 
wage earner should also be encouraged to unite 
the wealth (labor) which he has, and that in- 
stead of becoming impatient over his mistakes, 
that we shall try to help lead and direct him to 
achieving the highest good financially, physic- 
ally and morally, that he is able to achieve? 
Should we not endeavor to meet with him on an 
unselfish plane, discuss our mutual problems and 
our grievances to the end that a better and 
clearer understanding may come 1 


society which they jointly can. 


When the workman realizes that he is not 


working for the boss, he is not working for the 
company, in the deepest sense, but that he is 
aiding in furnishing the public with the automo- 
bile, to the end of the public being benefited in 
its pleasure and its business, and that he is aid- 
ing it to the end of serving the public and that 
he is a factor to the service of the world, then he 
has reached a higher degree of service than 
when, in his thought, he is contesting with his 
employer for part of the spoils. 


The purpose of the employer should not be 


either the gaining of the money or of the profit, 
primarily, but to serve the public to the highest 
degree. And when that purpose is the same as 
we have outlined and is also the purpose of the 
employee, their minds centering upon the same 
thing, they naturally will work together in har- 
mony for that common end. This will make for 
a solution. 


Hence we repeat that the unions will not 


solve the problem, the employers' organization 
will not solve the problem. The only thing that 
will solve the problem is the injection of a differ- 
ent spirit and purpose into the industrial life. 
And then because of that spirit and purpose, 
there will be an application of such principles 
of justice and righteousness in the operations of 
the employee and the employer as will properly 
divide that, which society turns over to them, 
jointly for the service which they have jointly 
rendered to it. 


Is it too much to hope that this end shall |DC 


consummated'? Is there not some way in which 
the partnership can be formed so that the real 
object shall be achieved in peace and in good 
will?

_ Hate dominating either is as bad in the one 


as in the other. The unrestricted power of the 
one is as dangerous as the unrestricted power of 
the other, if it is being used for the end of self. 
In the last analysis the only real solution of the 
growing complex and intricate problem of our 
industrial and economic life is for the individual 
and the mass to conceive of the real purpose of 
their being, in harmony, and then to lay down 
regulations and make agreements in the light 
of truth and understanding, founded upon jus- 
tice and equity, both to the management and to 
the wage earner. 


They must recognize that one has the same 


rights as does the other to combine for mutual 
benefit and protection and that the moment that 
either one of them endeavors to misuse its pow- 
er toward unjust and selfish ends, that the pub- 
lic have a right to interfere, as justice is being 
undermined and there is a tendency towards the 
disruption of society. 


In the meantime let us all recognize the 


necessity of weak units to combine for self pro- 
tection and not to condemn too severely the 
whole organization whether employer or em- 
ployee simply because each has fallen into some 
errors.
